JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
South Africa prayed for Nel¬ 
son Mandela yesterday as tlie 
revered peace icon spent a se¬ 
cond day m hospital, witli calls 
for the family and die nafron to 
‘let Inm go " 

Government offrciads have 
given no update on liis health 
since announcing diat tlie frail 
94-year-old was taken to a Pie- 
to 11 a hospital early Saturday in 
a" serious but stable* condition 
suflfenng from a lung infection. 

South Africans are begin- 
mng to come to teims with tlie 
mortality of their frrst black 
president and father of the 
‘Rainbow Natioa" following a 
stnng of health scares in recent 
months 

Tlie Sunday Times newEpa- 
p er earned a front-page picture 
of the beloved elder statesman 
smihng and waving under tlie 
headline: "It's time to let him 

go". 

It IS the fomtii hospital stay 
since December for die Nobd 
peace prise laureate, who turns 
95 next montli, after he was 
discharged in Apnl following 
treatment for pneumonia. 

Although the government 
has not identified tlie hospital 
treating Mandela femily mem¬ 
bers were seen leaving a heart 
clinic in Pretona where a large 
media camp is gathered 

"We wish Madiba a speedy 
recovery, but I think what is 
impoitant is that his family 
must release Inm,"' Mandela's 
long-time friend Andrew 
Mlangem, S7„ told the Sunday 
Times, using Ins dan name. 


"Once the family releases 
him, the people of South 
Africa will follow We will say 
thank you God, you have 
given us dns man, and we will 
release him loo," said the for¬ 
mer apartheid era prisoner, 
who was jailed for life along¬ 
side Mandela in 19d4. 

Mandela is revered as a 
global symbol of forgiveness 
following Ins release from 17 
yeai's in prison during white 
minority rule and his latest 
hospitalisation has tiiggered 
outpourings of concern across 
the globe. He has not been 
seen in public since the World 
Cup final in My 2010. 

Song filled the morning atr 
at the Regina Mundi i±urch in 
S oweto:, a key fl ashp oint in tlie 
anti-^artlieid struggle, as wor¬ 
shippers prayed for their hero. 

Mandela's third wife Graca 
Machel has been at his hospital 
bedside after calling off a trip 
to London where she had been 
due to attend a global confe¬ 
rence on hunger 

Wlule Twitter users ex¬ 
pressed sadness over Man¬ 
dela's latestillness and urged a 
quick recoveiy, they were also 
prepared for the worst. 

While the official descrip¬ 
tion of his health as serious 
was unusually sombre, presi¬ 
dency spokesman Mac Ma¬ 
li araj told AFP on Saturday 
that Mandela was breatlung on 
In s own. 

"Tiietiuth ofthe matter IS a 
simple one. Madiba is a fighter 
and at his age as long as he is 
fighting, he'll be fine," he said.

Historic Japanese chest fetches 7.3 min 

euros at French saie 

CHEVERNY (AFP) - 
AnEdo-era Japanese 
chest helcnging to 
Cardinal Mazarin, 

France's chief m/n;s- 
terfrom 1642 to 1661, 
was snapped up at an 
auction yesterday for 
7.3 million euros by 
Amsterdam's famed 
RijHsmuseum. 

The blacK-and- 
goid lacquer chest, 
with stiver and 
mother-of-pearl deco¬ 
rations, dates bacK to 
the start of Japan's 
Edo period and was 
acquired by Mazarin 

in 1658, auctioneer Phifippe Rouiilac said on Sunday after the sale in France's Loire 
Valley. Rouiilac found the chest when he was contacted by some people who wanted 
to seii their parents' home in the Loire Valiey. 

The chest had been used as a bar for the past two decades. Photographs dating 
bacK to t/)e /ate 19th century confirmed that it was one of four chests bought by 
Mazarin, a great art co//ector who was Louis XI Vs godfather. 



Turkey PM says patience 
'has limit' as protests rage 


ANKARA (AFP) - Turkish 
Prime Minister P^ecep Tayyip 
Erdogan warned yesterday fliat 
the patience of his Islamic- 
rooted government "has a 
hmit‘ as he went on the offen¬ 
sive against mass protests to 
Ins decade-long rule. 

“We remained patient, we 
are still patient hut tliere's a 
limit tu our patience," Erdogan 
told thousands of cheering sup¬ 
porters of his Justice and De¬ 
velopment Party (AKP) as he 
landed at Ankara's airport, 
hours after rallying loyalists in 
two other Turki± cities. 

“Nobody should be pes¬ 
simistic. Nobody should 
worry Turkey went through 
many events in the past and 
will overcome this too.‘ 

His outdoor speech was fre¬ 
quently interrupted by ap¬ 
plause from supporters waving 
red and ^vlule Turkish flags. 


chanting "Turkey is proud of 
you". 

The premier said more tlian 
dQO police officers have been 
hurt in tlie civil unrest. 

The turmoil empted when 
police cracked down on a 
small campaign against an Is¬ 
tanbul park redevelopment on 
May 31,. andbaUoonedmto na¬ 
tionwide protests against Erdo¬ 
gan, seen as increasingly 
aiuthontanan. 

More tlian 4,000 people 
have been injured and three 
have died m the clashes so far, 
tamislung Turkey's image as a 
model of Islamic democracy. 

Police today used tear gas 
and water cannon to disperse 
thousands o f demonstrators on 
the IDth day of nationwide 
protests At least two people 
were injured in the clashes in 
downtown Kizilay squai'e, an 
AFP photographer saw

Whistleblower behind US 
surveillance leaks identified 


WASHINGTON (ATP)-A 29- 
year-nld govermnent conltrac- 
tof was unveded yesterday as 
the source of bombshell leaks 
about US luoiutDiing of Inter¬ 
net users and phone records.

"My sole motive is to in¬ 
form the public as to tiiat 
winch IS done in their name 
and that winch is done against 
them," Snowden said. 

Tlnree weeks ago, he 
packed his bags for Hong 
Kong and left a salary of about 
$300,000, a girlfriend with 
whom he lived in Hawaii, a 
stable career and a loving fam¬ 
ily, according to TTie Guardian. 

"I'm willing to sacrifice all 
of that because I can't in good 
conscience allow tlie US go¬ 
vernment to destroy privacy, 
Internet freedom and basic h- 
herties for people around tlie 
world with this massive sur¬ 
veillance machine tlieyTe se¬ 
cretly building," Snowden 
said. 

Director of National Intelli¬ 
gence James Clapper earlier 
called for a criminal probe into 
the leaks, slamming the ‘gut- 
wren chin g" disdoEures for 
causing ‘huge, grave damage* 
to US intelligence cap abihties. 

"The NSA has fried a 
crimes report on this already,* 
Clapper told NBC, referring to 
the leaks to The Guardian and 
Tire Wasliington Post. 


Germany steps up evacuations along 
flood-hit river 


MAGDEBURG (AFP.) - Ger¬ 
man authorities yesterday 
urged 15,000' more people to 
flee their homes in a city on tlie 
swollen Elbe river as central 
Europe's worst floods in a 
decade also threatened Hun¬ 
gary after causing havoc in the 
Czech Republic and Austna. 

A torrent of flood waters in 
Germany has turned vast areas 
into a brown water world, 
sparked a mass mobilisation of 
emergency workers and caused 
billions of euros ui damage in 
what one lavimaker lenned a 
"national catastrophe" 

Rescue helicopters cnss- 
■crossed tlie sky and mihtaiy ar¬ 
moured personnel cainers 
rumbled through die flood zone, 
where tliousands of troops, fire¬ 
fighters and volunteers were 
fiauhcally biuldingup flood de¬ 
fences with sandbags. 

Across ceuti’al Europe, the 
floods have killed at least IS 
people, including IQ m the 
Czech Republic. 

Tlie German city of Magde¬ 
burg urged 15,000 residents to 
leave the east bank of the nver, 
where an almo st 7 5 meter (34 
feet) peal^ -- up from the nor¬ 
mal level of two meters -- was 
expected lo strain satui'ated 
dykes for the next few days. 

"We hope that tlie dykes 
will withstand tlie pressure 
over tlie coming days, but we 
can't be 100 percent sure," said 
Are brigade spokesman An¬ 
dreas Hamann, one of 1,200 
emergency staff worbng 
around tlie clock in the ai'ea. 

The move was described as 
a precaution, hut a city 
spokesman said "p eople really 
are supposed to leave" m face 
of the danger. In all, 23,000 
people in and around the city 
have been told to evacuate tins 
weekend. 


Soldiers in Magdeburg 
were also stniggling to save a 
power installatiDn in the har¬ 
bour area, as water damage 
would not only knock outelec- 
tiicity to tens of tliousands of 
homes but also to water pumps 
mnning at full tilt. 

Tensions eased m cities up¬ 
river along the Elbe and its 
t’lbutaries, including Dresden, 
Halle and Bitterfeld, where 
many evacuation orders were 
lifted and people returned to 


stall clearing out their mud- 
caked homes. 

Ironically, the sun was shm- 
mg above most of Germany's 
flood zone, forcing the thou¬ 
sands packing sandbags to 
seek supplies of sun block and 
msect repellent. 

However, more rains were 
expected today in Thuringia, 
Saxony and Bavaria, with as 
much as 50 liters per square 
meter expected wittun a few 
hours.

Quack shot: Duck genome takes 
aim at bird flu 



PARIS (AFP) - All interna- 
tionEil team of scientists sad 
an Sunday they had se¬ 
quenced the genome of the 
duck as part of an investiga¬ 
tion into a natural source for 
avian influenza. 

Ducks and other fowl are 
carriers of bird flu virus, 
which can mix among pigs 
and humans in close proxim¬ 
ity, mutating into more dan¬ 
gerous forms. 

But, intnguingly, these 
birds are often immune to the 
virus they carry as appears to 
be the case with the newly 


emerged H7N9 strain in 
China, 

Riblishillg in the journal 
Nature Genetics, researchers 
said they had unravelled the 
DNA code of a 10-week-old 
female Beijing duck (Anas 
platyrhynchos) and identified 
immune-system genes that 
defend the bird against flu in¬ 
fection. 

Many of tliese genes are 
not found in cluckeii and the 
zebra finch, whose genomes 
have previously been tran- 
senbed, tlie scientists found 


In addition, tlie duck's 
cliromosomes show that it 
has pairs of some of these 
genes, rather than a single 
gene -- and this could explain 
why it appears to have a bet¬ 
ter shield against flu than 
chickens and turkeys. 

Overall, ducks have an 
"optimised immune system" 
against flu, says the study. 

For reasons that are un¬ 
clear, though, tlie system can 
be sidestepped by the lughly 
pathogenic form of H5N1 
bird flu but not by the weaker 
type, it says. 

H5N1 bird flu first erupted 
as a heal til scare among poul¬ 
try in live markets in Hong 
Kong in 1 991. 

It IS not very contagious 
among humans but is ex¬ 
tremely dangerous if infec¬ 
tion does occur. OLit of more 
than 50D recorded cases of 
H5N1 among humans, al¬ 
most 60 percent have been 
fatal.

Dutch high-speed train dream 
runs off the rails 



THE HAGUE (AFP) - Hun¬ 
dreds of inillions of euros 
woitli of trains standing idle 
outside Amsterdam testify to a 
dream of a Dutch high-speed 
rail link with Bmssels has 
gone dramatically 0 ff tlie rads. 

The dream was to have a 
regular service of trams lim¬ 
ning at '250 kph (15i3 mph) to 
link Amsterdam with Brussels 
nvailing the likes of France's 
TGV or the Euro star under tlie 
Channel. 

But the Id engines plus car¬ 
nages to cany up to 5 DO peo¬ 
ple on the lucrative 
200-kilometre (125-mile) line, 
have been beset by delays and 
teclmical probl ems. 

Laun'ched witli great fanfare 
on December 9 last year, 
Dutch P\.ail (MS) pulled the 
plug on its Fyra high-speed 
service barely a montli later on 
January 17, after a raft of tech¬ 
nical malfunctiDns and prob¬ 
lems delayed departures. 

Today more expensive 
Tlialys trains, owned by a 
Franco-Belgian-Gennan rail 
consortium, are the only 
rolling stock using the high 
speed ti'acks. 

After a lengthy investiga¬ 
tion, tlie MS last week an¬ 
nounced they wanted to ditch 
tlie Fyra, or V250, trains man¬ 
ufactured by Ans aid o Bred a, a 
subsidiary of Italian aerospace 
and defence giant Finmecca¬ 
nica. 


The move followed a simi¬ 
lar move days earlier by Bel¬ 
gian rail autliorilies, who had 
bought three of the trams. 

Results of a Belgian mvesti- 
gation, published extensively in 
the Dutch press, uncovered 
software and brakuig problems, 
loQsemng doors, pieces of 
metal strip peeling off the roof, 
damage to hydraulic and elec- 
tiical cables and rust after only 
a fewkilometi'es on the Ira'iks. 

The last straw came with 
the discovery of a metal bot¬ 
tom plate next to the tracks 
which fell off a passing F 3 nra, 
promptmg HS to suspend the 
seivice and launch a fiill-scale 
investigatiou. 

Experts have called on tlie 
government to look at the ori¬ 
gins of the fiasco, rather tlian 
the ignominious result. 

“The problems stalled long 
before tlie Fyra was forced to 
a standstill in January," Fmb 
Goverde, a rail expert at 
Delft's Teclmical University 


told AFP 

" Alot of mistakes had been 
made m the past," he said. 

The seri,fice would have 
two components: lugh speed 
tracks fitted out with teclmol- 
ogy allowing trams to run at 
300 kph and the high-speed 
trains themselves. 

The concession to build tlie 
muJti-billion-euro track was 
handed to a Dutch consoitiiun 
consisting of NS and national 
airline carrier KLM in 2D01, 
while An sal do Bred a got the 
deal in 2DQ4 to build the 
trains. 

The Dutch government 
thought it had gotten a bargain 
when Aiisal do Breda offei'ed to 
deliver Fyra trams at 20 
million euros ($2fi million) a 
piece by 2007, to be ready to 
put in service by 2009. 

" Til ey wanted che^ rolling 
stock" and selected a manu¬ 
facturer "without any proven 
knowledge of building high¬ 
speed trains," Goverde said.

RIO DE JANEIRO - High 
production costs have orange 
growers in Brazih the world's 
top orange juice exporter, brac¬ 
ing for a tough citrus season, 
despite last season's record 
harvest and liigli juice puces. 

''The orange market is 
going tlifough its worst mo¬ 
ment in two years world con¬ 
sumption IS stagnating, pro¬ 
duction costs are using and 
processors are getting more 


and more powerful," said 
Mai'co Antonio do Santos, 
president of tire Taqu anting a 
growers’ union. 

In the last season, Brazil 
produced an esUmated 1 4 mil¬ 
lion tons of oranges, well 
above the one million tons 
forecast for tlie upcoming sea¬ 
son 

Hie record harvest solidi¬ 
fied hie couiitiy's ranking as 
the world’s leading orange 


juice producer and exporter, 
but it also increased world 
stocks even as Brazilian ex¬ 
ports have been falling since 
2(107. 

Soaring production costs 
mean the overproduction has 
not ti'anslatedinto lower pnces 
prices of concentrated juice 
have actually tripled ance 
2005 to reach $2,300 a ton but 
it's still not enough to keep 
growers out of the red.

“We are re-inventing the city of Johannesburg," Tau said. “We are turning this city 
into a New York of Africa, ” he added.

Mohammad Shafiq, a 42- 
year-old businessman, is very 
proud of his growling pet, 
winch spends its days prowl¬ 
ing a roof terrace at lus 
sprawling home in a posh 
residential area of central 
Kabul. 

■ A fi'iend s aid he h ad a li on 
in Kandaliar and wanted to sell 
it to me," Shafiq, who runs a 
construction company, told 
AFP. "He knew I loved dogs 
and birds, but tins was more 
tlian what I was expecting 

■ I had seen lions on televi- 
Sion and in the zoo, but never 
this dose So without any 
hesitation, I said I will buy it. 
To me, lions are brave and I 
respect tliem. Knowing I 
could buy one was very ex- 
ahng" 


Tlie lion, still unnamed, is 
not chained up and has no 
collar and spends much of the 
day lying quietly in a comer 
of the roof terrace above a 
storeroom, coming down 
each evening to eat. 

Shafiq says he spends 
about $1,DDD a month em¬ 
ploying a caretaker to feed it 
fresh meat bought from a 
butcher and also paying a vet 
to check its health regularly. 

Tens of billions of dollars 
have flowed into Afghanistan 
in the 12 years since the US- 
led invasion tliat toppled the 
Taliban. Some Afghans have 
become very nch as a result 
and they are not shy when it 
comes to flaunting their 
wealth. 

Kabul IS dotted with the 
flashy houses of tlie nouveau 
riche, dnpping with chande¬ 
liers and mcknamed "poppy 
palaces' -- hinting at the 
shady provenance of at least 
some of the money in the 
world's leading opium pro¬ 
ducing nation. 


But so fai‘ Shafrq is 
thought to be the only person 
to acquire such an unusual 
status symbol.

He brushed off sugges¬ 
tions he IS being cruel by 
keeping a large wild animal 
in captivity in a city wrecked 
by d ecades of war, and said 
he though it may have come 
to Afglianistan via Iran. 

But during a visit to the 
house by an AFP reporter Find 
photographer, the lion ap¬ 
peared nervous and growled 
aggressively when anyone ap¬ 
proached it. Shafiq has plans 
to move it to a large pen m the 
backyard of anotlier property 
m tlie A%lian CEpital. 

Claire McMaster, wildlife 
director at the World Society 
for the Protection of Animals, 
cnticised Shafiq, warning 
that any captive lion posed a 
serious tlireat to human life 

" Wild animals should not 
be kept as pets as it is cruel to 


hold them in captivity and 
confined away from their nat¬ 
ural habitat, espeaally as 
owners are unlikely to meet 
their complex needs," she 
told AFP 

"Tlie other problem with 
keeping a wild animal as a 
pet IS that unlike domesti¬ 
cated ammals, the size and 
unpredictable behaviour 
could lead to serious injury or 
death to the o’wner.'

time of asking. 

It also gave Nadal his 59tli 
win out of 6D matches played 
in Paris 

However, the 27-year- 


old's push to victory 
suffered a he art-stop¬ 
ping moment when a 
protestor, naked firom 
the waist up, leapt from 
the stands on Court 
Philippe Chatrier, car¬ 
rying a flare and 
protesting France's con¬ 
troversial same sex 
marriage law. 

The protestor, who 
was wrestled away hy 
security staf^ came 
within just a few feet of 
the Spaniard as he pre¬ 
pared to serve at 5-1 in 
the second set. 


A burly security cTTtcial 
immediately came to Nadal's 
aid in front of tlie VIP box 
where Olympic sprint cham¬ 
pion Usain Bolt and Holly¬ 
wood superstar Leonardo 
DiCaprio were watching. 

Tlie drama, however, did¬ 
n't alter tlie outcome as Nadal 
claimed his seventh title of 
2D1 j after returning to the 
tour 111 Febmary following a 
seven-month injury lay-off

But he was in seri¬ 
ous trouble and he 
knew it, suddenly con¬ 
fronted by Nadal's 
record of 145 wins 
again St just three losses when 
he had won the first set of a 
Grand Slam match.
